in the form of minimum markups 
for the $9,000,000,000 food and grocery 
industry is slated for definite rejec- 
tion by the farm adjustment adminis- 
tration. 


This was disclosed 
authoritatively 


Friday night a few hours after the 
administration ordered a public hear- 
ing for October 9 on a master code for 
the industry including markup pro- 
visions of 2Vi per cent for wholesal- 
ers and 7V4 per cent for retailers. 


In announcing the hearing some of 


the principal officials of the admin- 
istration expressed disapproval of the 
plan. Soon afterward it became known 
that George N. Peek, the farm admin- 
istrator, had determined that no price 
fixing would be authorized for dis- 
tributors by the farm administration 
except where codes 
or marketing 


agreements dealing with agriculture 
assured parity prices for farm pro- 
ducts. 


The master code contained no pro- 


vision for directly improving 
farm 


rfrtres and one of the principal reasons 
Bbr ordering the hearing was the hope 
%f the administration that 
definite 


provisions for doing this might 
be 


worked out. 


Fred C. Howe, consumers counsel 


for the administration, in criticizing 
the markup provisions quoted econo- 
mists and food distribution special- 
ists as opposed to them on grounds 
they would lead to the crowding out 
of many small 
independent 
mer- 


chants. 


Peek said he ordered the public- 


hearing in order to permit "full op- 
portunity for public discussion on the 
part of "all those interested" and 
then added: 


"The agricultural adjustment act is 


designed primarily to obtain parity 
prices for farmers. It does not pro- 
vide for the guarantee of profits to 
any distributing agency." 


Howe 
said the distributors who 


would be covered by the code had a 
volume of business last year of ap-

It You Are a Salaried Man—You

become a statistician*' paradise. Both 
the statistic and its manager have 
been given enormously enhanced dig- 
nity and .prestige under the New Deal. 
'. This administration is concerned vi- 
tally with the figures that show prog- 
res* or lack of progress in its many 
efforts toward recovery. The old days 
when th* government did tricks with 
percentages and index figures in at- 
tempts to demonstrate improvement 
are over. 
. Many of the country's best statistic- 
ians have been attracted into govern- 
ment service Most of them are econ- 
omists as well and-some may be con- 
aiderad numbers of the 'Brain Trust." 


Charting the New Deal and meas- 


uring its achievements requires many 
pew figures 'never gathered before. 
NRA economists -working on a code,. 
'inust know approximately how many 
persons a given maximum of working 
hours should, re-employ; then they 
must learn how many have been re- 
employed with the code in operation. 


Prices must be measured against 


purchaciag power and the only way 
the AAA can tell row its farm pro- 
gram a. going is by gathering gobs of 
figures to show the ratio between the 
fanner's income and living costs. And 
£o on. 


Without such, statistics, the whole 


recovery program might go to pot in 
a fog of ignorance and 
confusion. 


That's why the new Central Statistical 
Board, which includes the ace sta- 
tistician-economists of the 
federal 


agencies, is one of tre most important 
groups in town. 


Even statisticians can kid themsel- 


ves. Some of. them match the one 
about "if all the economists were laid 
end to end they'd never reach a con- 
clusion" with the assertion that "if 
ail the statisticians were laid end to 
end it wouldn't make any difference." 


Tomb Feels Depression

genthau, Jr., of the Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration had been designated to 
carry out trade negotiations with the 
Soviet Union involving (50,000,000 or 
more were somewhat exaggerated. 


So many government agnecies were 


being bothered constantly by persons 
representing or claiming to represent 
Russia itself or an interest in Russian 
trade that it was decided to send them 
all to Morgenthau, since negotiations 
would involve farm credits. So the 
State Department, Agriculture De- 
partment, R. F. C., and other agencies 
now are doing that. 


Expanded trade and Russian recog- 


nition are in the air, but there's noth- 
ing definite. 


BtWMveU Says Nothing 


Asked about the political situation 


in New York, where Tammany is 
threatened with loss of control, Pres- 
ident oosevelt replied: "There's noth- 
ing I can aay, but there's a lot I'd like 
to say. I just can't take part in local 
politics."

want to know. I make my bow to the 
millions who seek almost every source 
of knowledge available—meetings, lec- 
tures, articles in papers and maga- 
zines. 


But although these are helpful they 


are not right at hand when needed. 
From time to time I have suggested 
helpful books or magazines about chil- 
dren. I have tried to overcome the 
prejudice of some mothers that "all 
this psycorology is bunk." 


Well, it isn't, but that is, beside the 


point here. Most books on children 
are not psychological at all, but con- 
tain, real facts and information about 
everyday care and everyday affairs. 


I think I have spoken of Dr. Fred- 


ric H. Bartlett's book on babies, also 
Dr. Holt's excellent work. Mary Wright 
Wheeler's 
"Amateur Nurse," I have 


recommended. And 
the 
books 
by 


Langdon. O'Shea, Richardson, 
Patri, 


Bundensen, and Sayles. There are so 
many excellent ones I cannot name 
them all. 


Another Recommendation 


Now comes to hand one of the best. 


"Mother's Encyclopedia," more inter- 
esting than it? name, compiled by the 
editors of "Parents Magazine." The 
four little volumes seem to contain 
almost everything. 


I am not in the way of being either 


reviewer or advertiser. It matters not 
to me what books 
a 
mother 
may 


chcote, but when I s?e a need and an 
answer, I usually speak up. 


We buy every type of book, it seems 


to me, but the ones we need—we 
mothers. However, I think we have 
reached a turning point and the near 
future will find us reading our chil- 
dren's recipes just as wi today look 
up the rules for our favorite cakos.

built. 


Mr. Pomeroy expresed his views on 


the motor car of the future and on 
the labor situation in America as he 
sailed for England after addressing 
the convention of the Society of Au- 
tomotive Engineers in Chicago and 
consulting with leaders of the Amer- 
ican automobile industry. 


"The 
watchwnrd in the industry 


still is comfort, and American man- 
ufacturers, committed also to the con- 
stant development of new and per- 
suasive designs, are happy to find that 
the streamline effects "which are de- 
manded by modern taste are .con- 
tributing great advances in increas- 
ing the riding comfort of the cars," 
Mr. Pomeroy said. "The ride on the 
back scat still .sells motor cars, but 
the: new understanding of streamlin- 
ing Is going to bring about the big- 
gest shift in the interior design, by 
placing three passengers on the front 
seat, where the full width of the body 
may be utilized, untrammelled by 
the wheel wells. The rear seat prob- 
ably will hold three as before, making 
sedans carry six passengers instead of 
five. Tho happy wedding of speed 
and.comfort in the modern streamlin- 
ed motor cars and trains is surprising 
even the engineers who pioneered 
streamlining for super-speed only." 


Pomeroy is a high-priest 
of 
the 


streamline cult. In 1909, more than 
twenty years • ago, he so streamlined 
a Vauxhall car that \0tth 180 horse- 
power he turned up 100 miles per 
hour on the Brooklands track. This 
tremendous speed for a 3-liter car was 
revolutionary and early focussed at- 
tention on the possibilities inherent 
in streamlining. The body of that 
single senter WHS only fourteen inches 
across, Then in 1929 Pomeroy de- 
signed the ultra in streamlined bodies, 
a Daimler which, is today more ad- 
vanced than the American 1933 vin- 
tage. 


The Britisher's picture of the future 


of the American motor car is tinged 
ay the overseas preference for comfort 
rather than swank, but he sees the 
two objectives united 
in 
the 1934 


American models. 


As u pioneer in streamline practice, 


Mr. Pomeroy stoutly defended tho 
front mounting of the engine, for safe 
leering and munoeuverability. "You 
couldn't shoot a rifle by sighting at 
the muzzle, and the coxswain of a 
racing shell, sitting out on tho prow 
would be in a fix to kee|j^n the chan- 
nel," ho said. 


But the big change, surprising to the 


English engineer because it has not 
been effected before, is the provision 
of room for three passengers in the

trout scat. This, he said, is bei] 
made possible by the new design" 
enabling perfect strenmlinlng to be 
carried out, even to a narrow mackerel 
tail. 


Although holding admiration for the 


American industry's confidence in set- 
ting large quotas and building to them 
with reliance on merchandising skill, 
the English manufacturer was critical 
of the labor situation here. 


"The unemployment situation in the 


United States, continually aggravated 
by the introduction of labor-saving 
devices, will become more serious un- 
til something which 
corresponds to 


our unemployment insurance, is un- 
dertaken." he declared. He said that 
his own firm is employing twice as 
many men as at its greatest pre-de- 
prcsU'on peak, and that, far from the 
dole encouraging unemployment, the 
number of Britons who have been out 
of work for more than the three- 
months period during which they re- 
ceive full insurance, is 
very 
low, 


Employees, employers and the gov- 
ernment all pay into the unemploy- 
ment insurance pool. 


"British industry 
has 
proceeded 


slowly to mechanize its plants, so that 
labor has been released slowly enough 
to be absorbed in other industries, 
especially the new branches. That is 
not tho American practice," Mr. Pom- 
eroy said.

represents money the bank owes him. 


As compared to inflation, the most 


abstruse Chinese puzzle would seem 
almost as simple as a child's A B C's. 


Predominant and indisputable, how- 


ever, is the fact that prices 
would 


rise; that money would flow more 
freely, though it would not buy as 
much. For the whole purpose of in- 
infiation is to raise prices and that 
is accomplished by lowering the value 
of money. It is all one and the same 
thing. 


Just as deflation beat down commod- 


ity prices and almost bankrupted the 
farmer, sucked capital from industry, 
rendered millions jobless, and sent 
stocks crashing to record depths, in 
flation naturally would tend to do 
the reverse. It should raise prices for 
the farmer, replenish the capital of in- 
dustry and send the stock market up.
